MR. CASSIDY FOR 
LOAN COMMISSION 


It is understood at the State House 
that Gov. Eugene N. Foss will send the 
name of Thomas F. Cassidy of Adams to 
the next meeting of the executive council 
as an appointee for commissioner of 
small loans, to which position Asa 
Minard was first appointed and with- 
drew his name this week. 

It has been generally understood that 
Mr. Cassidy was looking for this place 
and that he is to be appointed as a 
sequence to his retirement from the con- 
‘test for the nomination as running 
mate to the Governor on the state ticket, 
giving way to Governor Foss’ choice, 
David I. ‘Walsh of Clinton. 

Politicians and those citizens who are 
most interested in seeing the new small

“In your judgment should President 
Taft sign the wool bill, the farmers’ 
free list bill and the cotton bill?” was 
asked. 

The poll was sonttiated by telegraph- 
ing questions to several hundred editors 
in the New England and south Atlantic 
states. The answers, as received, have 
been tabulated, with additional answers 
from states previously polled. 

The latest states to be represented in 
the poll are: Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia and Florida. 

The vote in these states is, in gen- 
eral, a split on party lines, the Repub- 
lican editors asking Baft to veto the 
bills and back up his tariff commis- 
sion, while the Democrats demand that 
he indorse the action of Congress. Where 
there is a divergence from party lines, 
the balance is in favor of the Republican 
stand. 

Here is the general result of the poll 
all over the country:

MAKING OF ARTIFICIAL SILK 


Wood pulp in its composition brought from Norway 


N the manufacture of artificial silk, 
] wood pulp from Norway is utilized, 
being shipped here in bales, This pulp 
is cut-into thin sheets, each 
sheet is carefully weighed, 
tain quantity 
for chemical treatment. 

The various chemical solutions 
are mixed in huge iron tanks, from 
which they are pumped under ground | 
through a series of lead pipes to the 
departments requiring the various com- 
pounds. This pulp, having been macer- 
ated and digested, is submitted to still 
further chemical action under certain 
fixed temperatures which are not allowed 
to vary even one half a degree. 

When it is ready for final transforma- 
tion into silk the solution closely re#em- 
bles molasses in color and consistency. 
At this stage it is pumped from the 
tanks to the spinning frames. Here 
specially constructed pumps are attached 
to each spindle, which carefully measure 
off the required quantity of the solution. 

This is forced through tubes with an 
outlet containing just as Many perfora- 
tions as there are to be filaments in the 
-thread. Through these it is passed to a 
tank running the length of the frame 
and containing a chemical mixture which 
fixes the solution one -ggmamas cba into a 
thread. 

This strand is carried over a wheel 
down through a tube toa rapidly revolv- 
ing spindle; the rate of speed is about 
6000 revolutions a minute. From this 
the strands are afterward unwound on 
reels into skeins. The air in the spin-

WASHINGTON—An increase of over 
$51.000.000 in the exports of iron and 
steel manufactures and a decrease of 
over $4,000,000 in the imports of this 
class of merchandise are striking char- 
acteristics of the foreign commerce of 
the United States in the fiscal year just 
ended. Iron and steel manufactures ex- 
ported aggregated $230,7 in value, 
against $179,133,186 in and $183,- 
982,182 in the former record year, 
1908. 

The exports of iron and steel manu- 
the fiscal vear. 1911 were 
excess of those of the 
year and $46,743,169 in ex- 
cess of the highest record ever made 
prior to 1911. Ten years ago, in 1901, 
the exports of iron and steel manufac- 
tures amount to only $117,000,000; 20 
years ago $29,000,000, and 30 years ago 
$16,500,000, speaking in round terms. The 
chief growth has occurred in the last 
dozen years, the_total having never 
touched the $100,000,000 line prior to 1900, 
in which vear it was $122,000,000. By 
1905 it had risen to $135,000,000, by 1908 
to $184,000,000, and in 1911, as already 
indicated, the total was $231.000,000. 

This growth of $51,000.000 in the fiscal 
year I9ll, a growth which far 
that of any earller year, was distributed 
among nearly all the important classes 
of iron and steel exported. Exports of 
metal-working machinery, for example, 
advanced from a little less than $6,000,- 
000 in 1910 to $9,666,000 in 1911; sewing 
machines, from 500,000 to $9,000,000; 
machinery as a whole, from $80,000,000 
to $104,500,000; wire, from $8,333,000 to 
over $10,000,000; structural iron and 
steel, from $5,750,000 to $8,666,000; 
builders hardware’ and tools, from $14,- 
000,000 to $17,000,000; electrical ma- 
chinery, from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000; 
locomotives, from $2,500,000 to practic- 
ally $4,000,000; typewriters, from §$8,- 
240.000 to $9,750,000; pipes and fittings, 
from $9,500,000 to $10,750,000, and bars 
or rods of steel, from $4,250,000 to $5,- 
000,000. 

Nor can it assumed that this re- 
markable increase in total value of iron 
and steel manufacturers exported is due 
to higher prices, since a large share of 
the staple products of iron and steel 
show in 1911 a price level materially 
lower than that of 10 or 20 years ago. 
Of wire, for example, the annual aver- 
age export price has fallen from 3.4¢ per 
poms in 1891 to 2.5e per pound in 1901 
and 2.3c per pound in 1911; of cut nails, 
from 2.4¢ per pound in 1891 to 2.2c per 
pound in 190}. and 1.9¢ in 1911; and of 
- bar iron, from 4e per pound in 1891 to 
L7e in 1901 and 1911. 

The downward tendency which has 
characterized iron and steel prices during 
the last decade was still in progress up 
to June of the present year, the latest 
month ior which figures are available. 
Pig iron, the basis of the more highly 
finished articles forming the bulk of the 
export trade in iron and steel ranged 
downward in price from $16.51 per ton 
in June, 1910, to $15.10 in June of the 
present year; billets, ingots and blooms 
of steel, which represent a higher class 
of material used in producing the fin- 
ished product, from $27.72 per ton in 
June, 1910, to $22.13 in June, 1911; steel 
sheets and plates, from 1.97¢. per pound 
in June, 1910, to 1.76c. in June, 1911; 
structural iron and steel, from $49.76 per 
ton in June, 1910, to $44.63 in June, 
1911; steel rails“from $29.04 in June, 

1910, to $28.55 in 1911; and wire 
from 2.4c. per pound in June of last year 
to 2.3c. in June of the present year. 

One remarkable feature of the iron and 
steel export trade fact that tin 
and terne plates show in 1911 exports 
to the vaule of $2,498,094, against $912.,- 
171 in 1910, the quantity exported in 
1911 being 70,199,298 pounds, against 26,- 
168,315 pounds in the preceding year, 
This record of 70,000,000 pounds exported 
in-1911 is more than twice as great as 
jin the former high record year, 1908, 
when the total was 33,500,000 pounds; 
is nine times as great as in 1904 and 50 
times as great as in 1901, when tin plate 
exports first exceeded 1,000,000 pounds.

admit at once that the United States is very prosperous, that work- 
men get high wages, that open plumbing and a knowledge of the 
pianoforte are the birthrights of all that bask in the sunlight of 
a high protective tariff. But even among the amassers there seems 
to be an absence of complete harmony, ever their lute is a trifle 
rifted, because here we have seen a beneficiary of the protective 
system accusing another beneficiary of very grave things, even 
hinting that that second beneficiary has been and is a trifle greedy. 
But the common idea prevailing among the people that must buy 
in respect to these that sell has been that they have amassed. This 
idea is met by the manufacturer's intimation that the tailor is amass- 
ing too much, apparently at the cost of the consumer who now 
and then comes to the surface. Whether this means also that the 
manufacturer ought to get more than he does we hardly dare to 
ask. But the public will be likely to think, of course subject to 
correction, that both manufacturer and tailor have done pretty well 
for themselves under the tariff but not quite so well by the public 
that must buy their products. Men have a certain extravagant 
prejudice against shoddy and shoddy they must wear or pay a long 
price for something better. 

We are very much interested in this argument of the woolen 


manufacturer, and we trust that if the tailor has this habit of, 
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capital and equity pull together in urban harness, all municipal 
reformers will be glad. The evident advantages derived by resort 
to power from above cannot but incite emulation \in cities where 
power to advance must come from within. That is the fundamental 
urban problem.

to a contract binding them to methods of conciliation in case of 
dispute. That is, the public says to disputants about to break their 
pledge and fall short of their own ideal: “You dare not and must 
not. We, who suffer by all such domestic war, refuse to now, 
for your sakes as well as our own. Having agreed to arbitrate, 
you cannot be allowed now to descend to the lower plane of the 
strike and the lockout.” In enforcing this view the commission 
and an equity court spoke for the community, the commission act- 
ing as collective supplant and the equity court judge issuing an 
injunction against both corporation and employees. 

If the jurisdiction of the court is sustained, then its decree 
will hold. If this happens, then a simple way has been found to 
subordinate both capital and labor to organs of government acting 
for the public, and a long step in the direction of conciliation and 
arbitration will have been taken. A wholesome increase of respect 
for formal contracts: also will be created. Pledges given only to 
be ignored wi} be less frequent.
